• 'eking. May 6.—The ultimatum of 


Japan to China reached the Japanese 
location today. It probably was pre- 
sented to the Chinese government this 
afternoon. 


Japs Leave Mukden. 


Mukden, via Peking, May 6.—The 


Japanese consular orders issued May 
Z resulted in a general flight of Japan- 
r.=p from Mukden the following' day. 
Tho value of a gold yen increased 30 
silver cf-nts, and a rich harvest was 
reaped by exchange brokers. All Jap- 
snf-5" civilians except a few bankers 
and railway officials have now left 
[he city. 


All classes of Chinese view the exo- 


dus with stolid indifference, not in- 
sulting or molesting in any way the 
persons leaving the city. 
Although 


the natives are deeply perturbed, the 
city remains quiet. 


Japanese troops occupied the strate- 


gic positions in Mukden, while Chi- 
n"so soldiers are reported to be mov- 
ins into position south of the city. 
Ma ay residents in that city are com- 
ing north.

May 6.—President 
C. R. Van Hise of the. state university, 
discussing the substitute amendment 
to the central board of education bill 
before a joint meeting of the educa- 
tion committees yesterday afternoon, 
gave-it his endorsement, in a general 
way as a great 'improvement 
over 
the original bill, although seeing in. 
It a- radical defect. Incidentally, the 
university head said he saw no sound 
reason why, if a central board be es- 
tablished, it should not be extended 
to 
embrace 
supervision 
over ' all 
schools, rural as well. 
T. C. Richmond made the principal 
appearance for the bill, 
making an 
extended speech in which he pointed 
out advantages which he claimed are 
now lacking under the regency plan 
of administration. 
William F. Wolfe 


of La Crosse, a normal school regent, 
spoke against the bill, saying -that 
Iowa's 
experience with a 
central 
board 
had 
not 
been 
satisfactory. 
Evan A. Evans of Baraboo said that 
sentiment throughout the state, which, 
at first saw an attack on the univer- 
sity, had now turned-to a point where 
at least it was felt that some such 
change was advisable. 


A Business Board. 
President Van Hise 
said that be- 
cause the substitute creates a board 
of estimates and 
apportionment to 
handle budgetary 
matters 
and be- 
case a non-paid 
board 
is 
created, 
thus continuing the honorary quality 
new obtaining in the 
boards of re- 
gents, two fundamental objections to 
the bill 
had 
been 
removed. . The 
board is to be primarily a business 
board, he said. With this Mr. Rich- 
mond did not agree. 


President Van Hise continued that 
educational policies and administra- 
tion rest with the faculties and pres- 
ident, and saw in 
this the preserva- 
tion of academic freedom. 
Mr, Rich- 
mond saw no danger of the restric- 
tion of academic 
freedom, and 
be- 
lieved the state had been misrepre- 
sented in 
outside 
newspapers. 
He 
declared no attack is being made on 
Wisconsin's 
institution 
of 
higher 
learning. 
The people who 
manage 
and support those 
institutions, 
ho 
said, are supreme, and should be al- 
lowed to run their 
educational af- 
fairs without outside interference. 


Favorable Features. 
President Van Hise saw -as a fur- 


ther meritorious feature of the substi- 
tute provisions for financial correla- 
tion of the entire educational system 
of the state from the 
rural 
schools 
to the .university. Another feature ha 
liked was. th,at • it-'makes . the execiK 
live officer bf'the board, the man who 
will make all nominations for sub- 
ordinates other 
than 
educational, a 
high class man 
with broad 
experi- 
ence in education. The most serious 
defect lie saw was a question wheth- 
er or not it is possible for one board 
to govern the entire educational'in- 
terests 
of the state as well as the 
present system, which provides for a 
board for 
each 
school or class of 


schools. 
If the 
measure is adopted 
he 
believed the board must confine 
itself to the government rather than 
the administration of the institutions 
under its charge. President Van Hlsts 
believed the most important duty this 
board will have at first is the ap- 
pointment of a commissioner of edu- 
cation. Its duties, he said, need not 
and should not take away from the 
state spuerintendent's, an officer who 
should not be dispensed svHh. Tn an- 
swer tc a question by Assemblyman 
Dickie. Dr. Van Hise said he saw lit- 
tle objection to the state superintend- 
ent being an ex-officio 
member 
of 
the board. He belit^efl me present 
system ^vas better than the one pro- 
posed unless 
the whole 
educational 
system is placed under the board. 
T. C. Richmond agreed with'Presi- 
dent Van Hise that, the word "higher" 
In the title of 
the board 
should be 
stricken out. leaving it state board of 
education. He disagreed in the opin- 
ion 
that 
the state superintendent 
shoiild be on the board. 


Facts on Defect. 
Mr. Wolfe declared the bill -did not 


strike at. the root of the defects In 
the educational system. 
If, he said, 
tlie legislature should • enact a mini- 
mum wage for teachers, 
making 
it 
high enough to be attractive, compel 
rural communities to 
provide good 
schools, at least as good as the aver- 
age barn, and 
vitalize 
the 
county 


board of education, then the common 
school? would 
attain 
to the 
high 
place on the state's 
higher 
institu- 
tions 
have 
reached. 
He 
insisted 
there is ample work for the present 
boards and 
that 
politics 
has 
not 
crept into their work. 


President C. G. Pearse of the Mil- 
waukee normal school advised the 
committee to go slow in making rad- 
ical changes of this character. Like 
the inauguration of workmen's com- 
pensation, he said, such changes as 
this should be the result of an ex- 
haustive investigation if attempted at 
all 
Duncan McGregor, of Piatteville, 
who in three months will round out 
4S years of service to state education, 
opposed the bill on the ground that a 
central board could not give the sep- 
arate attention 
demanded of 
each 
class of schools.

Vienna, via London, May 6.—The 
victorious Austrian advance continues 
on the entire west Galiclan front, ac- 
cording to official announcement made 
here today. Russian prisoners to the 
number of 50,000 have been taken. 
:A battle of the most desperate char- 
acter continued all night 
long and 
throughout today without a break on 
the western Galician front. The Aus- 
tro-German armies continued to gain 
ground on the southern section of the 
battle front, capturing position after 
position from the Russians. 
Contrary Report. 
Geneva, May 6.—The 
Tribune de 
Geneva has received a dispatch say- 
ing the desperate effort of the Austro- 
German army of 250,000 men to break 
through the Russian center at Go'rlic 
has failed. 
The losses 
have 
been 
heavy and the Austro-German forces 
have been compelled to retreat to the 
west. 


. Germans Nearer Ypres. 


London, May 6.—For. 'the first time 
since the British forced the Germans 
from Hill No. 60, near Ypres. the sol- 
diers of Emperor William have been 
partly successful in their counter at- 
tacks, and no advices to the contrary 
having been received it is assumed 
that the Germans are still holding to- 
day the positions they obtained upon 
the hill by the use of gases. 


In the meanwhile the German line 
to the east of Ypres is within three 
miles of the town. 
The British press 
does not seek to deny or minimize 
the persistency of this German offens- 
ive, 
but there is no disposition to la- 
ment the throwing in of. the British 
front to the eastward and northeast- 
ward of Ypres, which was the only 
alternative to 'a successful counter at- 
tack. 
Confidence was expressed.that 
the new British alignment will prove 
beneficial in view of the hard fighting 
which is expected. 


Plan New A««ault. 
Nearly all the special news dis- 
patches from northern 
France and 
Belgian frontier say the Germans.are 
massing men for a new assault in the 
direction of the French ports, and as 
gas now seems to be a regular ad- 
junct of the German attacks, the al- 
lies expect it will play an important 
part hereafter whenever the direction 
of the wind is favorable to the Ger- 
mans. 


The suggestion that Great Britain 
adopt measures in retaliation for the 
use of gasses in battle by the Ger- 
mans took concrete form today. Jos- 
eph. King, representing the north dis- 
trict of Summerset' in the house of 
commons, announced -his. Intention of 
introducing a resolution on .the sub-

Bel- 
glum should have acquiesced, the Ger- 
man armies would have crossed into 
France, the 
French 
armies would 


have been destroyed—and then comes 
the assumption: the 
French would 


surely have been beaten. The possi- 
bility of the French not being beaten. 
The human possibility of the Germans 
being compelled to retreat through 


elgium followed 
by hostile armies 


would he justified in treating the 


Belgians 
as 
their 
enemies—these 


things do not seem to have entered 
into the German reckoning, which, as 
the phrase goes, is based on the meta- 
physical necessity of a German vic- 
tory. And thus, in the case of Ameri- 
can munitions for the allies, it is as- 
pumpd that If American supplies were 
not forthcoming, the' war would be 
shortened—by a German victory.

The Rus- 
sians saved Warsaw in October with- 
out American guns or powder. The 
German advance as a whole was brok- 
en before American resources began 
to

situation. If 
Great 


Britain and France were deprived of 
supplies from this country, they would 
not 
make 
peace upon 
Germany's 
:terms; they would only build more 
and more ammunition factories and 
the deadlock in the trenches would 
continue. 
We do not wish to press 


• the point too far. but plainly there is 
;reason for asserting that once a Ger- 
Iman victory is not assumed as cer- 
Jtain. the 
provisioning of the allies 


jfrom America is actually working for 
;a shortening of hostilities. 


The ruthless searcher for wild flow- 


err who tear the tender little blos- 
soms up by the roots ought to remem- 
ber that care should be ta.ken to pro- 
tect the flowers 'ust an the birds and 
beasls are. so that others may enjoy 
them. Talk about the Russian hordes, 
why a few thoughtless visitors to the 
woods can do more damage in a half 
day In wood lot that a hundred botan- 
ists would do in a year. Save the 
flowers' roots if you must pick the 
blossoms.

your food department in Thursday's 
paper.

you kindly, state whether loaf sugar 
sold in bulk is the purest sugar that 
can be had, and that it Is purer than 
the candies 
usually eaten by chil- 
dren?

A. There is no question that loaf 
sugar as usually sold is of extremely 
high purity. There is no reason for 
supposing that it is the purest sugar 
that can be obtained for the granu- 
lated type of the same high purity is 
easily procurable. 
It. Is 
true, how- 


ever, that it is much purer than any 
of 
the 
cheap, low grade 
candies 
usually eaten by children. 
A 
high 


grade 
candy 
made by a reputable 
manufacturer may be exactly as pure 
as the loaf sugar.

It is not true that It becomes poison- 
ous whan allowed to stand with the 
sugar. 
It does, however, acquire a 
flat flavor—the snap and zest having 
in large part disappeared. 


A delightful way of serving this ex- 


cellent fruit is 
to 
divide, remove 
seeds and core in the usual way; add 
one spoonful ot pure strained "honey 
with a few chopped nuts. 
A little 


grape juice also- makes a pleasant 
combination. Certainly one may.over- 
eat of this fruit as- well-as-he might 
of any other wholesome food.
